.ish the Oath of Allegiance, which was secured by 
77 votes to 69 in the Irish Free State Dail yester- 
day, the following illuminating article on the Irish 
Treaty by Sir Austen Chamberlain, Foreign Secre- 
tary in the Conservative Government, is of timely 
interest. -

The Irish Treaty ig little more 
than ten years old, writes Sir 
Austen Chamberlain in the’ Daily 
Telegraph of March 29. It_ was 
signed on December 6, 1921. Yet. 
of the men who signed it four have 
already = passed =o away. Arthur 
Griffith, leader of the lrish Delega- 
tion, died within a few months, 
worn out by toil oand suffering, 
Michael’ Collins was murdered dur- 
ing the troubles which followed upon 
the establishment of the Free State 
and the withdrawal of the British 
‘forces. : 

Lirkenhead and  Worthington- 
Evans lived some years longer, and 
passed away in peace, but they, too, 
died: mid-way in: their careers, leav- 
ing to their friends not only the 
memory of fine service faithfully 
performed, but .lasting regret for 
the work they might still have done 
had their lives been spared to the 
allotted span. 

Lord Birkenhead in Council. 

Birkenhead played a vital part in 
tne negotiation of the agreement, 
upon which I could ‘never have 
entered without his aid. I well ree 
“member n morning soon after the 
first opening of communications 
with Mv..De Valera, when he walked 
into my room in Downing Street 
just as I was telephoning to aay 
that £ must see him. ; 

“You and’ 7,” he sfid, “bear a 
wreat load of responsibility. Uni¢ss 
we ave agreed, we ghall smash the 
party and destroy any chance of 
‘settlement. Jt is time we each knew 
exactly where the other stands.” 

And then he proceeded to explain 
his views with that clarity and 
brevity which always distinguished 
him in, council, I found that he 
had come. to say to me what J had 
meant to say to him, and thence- 
forth “we co-operated without a 
shade of difference throughout the 
Jony negotiations, the many confer- 
entes, and ‘the Parliamentary strug- 
gle which followed. 

Cool, With Nerves of Steel. 

To the public he sometimes show- 
ed himself cynical, filppant and 
violent. To-his colleagues in’ any 
time of difficulty or crisis he was a 
tower of strength—the most loyal 
and unselfish of friends, careless for 
himself but careful for them; gay 
and ‘light-hearted in moments of 
ease; serious, cool-headed and with 
nerves of steel in time of stress and 
danger, The very fact that life 
was to him a gallant adventure, to 
be as gallantly encountered, created 
2 link between him and Michael 
Collins without which we might 
never have reached agreement, 

Arthur Griffith and) Michael 
Collins were the outstanding figures 
among the Irish Delegation. United 
‘in their passionate love of Ireland, 
in all else they were as different, a8 
two men can be— 

Griffith, small, quiet, drab, almost 


He had his own code of honour, 
and to-it he was true; but it was 
not mine, and between him and me 
there could be no ,, real sympathy, 
and perhaps only, partial under- 
standing. It was not the least of 
Birkenhead’s. services in the Con- 
ference that he did enter into 
Michael Collins's mind, won his 
sympathy and secured his  con- 
fidence.- 

To Arthur Griftth all this blood- 
shed was abhorrent. There was 
nothing of.the swashbuckler or 
corner-boy about him. He had been 
a student. of history and politics, 
and—if I mistake not—at one time 
a college lecturer. 

He ‘had thought that he could find 


a mode! for the future relations ofF 
Ireland and Great Britain in.some;, 
modification of the constitution of, 
the Austro-Hungarian Empire, and, 
had published a thoughtful book jn! 
which he examined this possibility. 
But the Great War had intervened 
the union of Austria and Hungary 
had been digsoived,.and he had in 
‘the main ceased to regard their 
former relationship ag a suitable 
model on which to base the future 
Trish settlement. 
Griffith Always Calm. 

Some new solution had to- be 
worked 'out, and he was ready,. and 
even eager, to consider calmly’ and 
dispagsionately’ any scheme which, 
whilst - recognising the national 
status of Treland ‘and securing, 
freedom from British ‘interference 
in its internal affairs, would con- 
tinue its association with the British 
Empire and give peace to its dis- 
tracted people. 

He had, I think, no hatred of Eng- 
land in his heart; he. was ready, 08 
so few. Irishmen:are, to forget and, 
therefore, to forgive, and though 
he stood firmly by what he conceived 
to be the righta of Irigh nationhood, 
he was broadminded enough to un- 
derstand, and within those limits to 
endeayour to meet the British point 
of view. 

Differing as the two men did in 
outward ‘appearance, in their out- 


look on life, in their previous train- 
ing and in the methods by which 
they pursued their ends, they were 
united in their devotion to .their 
country’s cause and in their desire 
for peace. 

Collins's Gay Recklessness. 


Collins, for all his spirit of reck- 
lessmess and devil-may-care ways, 
was not without’a sense of realities, 

In the hard school of experience 
he had been forced to recognise that, 
whilst he could continue the fight 
and inflict infinite trouble ‘and loss 
on England and her friends, there 
could’ be but one end to the strug- 
gle if England persisted; and that,
